SOME CURIOUS WILLS.

 ‘Testators Who Left Legacies in the Shape 
of Portions of Their Bodies—An Allow- 
anos Bequeathed to a Cat—A 
Saddier’s Trade Devotion.

_ Modern instances of testamentary eccen- 
tricity abound, and the United States in 
| particular seems to be singularly prolific 
of curious wills, writes Sidney Scrope in 
Once a Week. Some little time since Mr. 
Solomon Sanborn, of Medford, Mass., left 
his body to the late Prof. Agassiz 
and Dr. O. W. Holmes, to be prepared by 
them in the most scientific manner known 
t anatomical art, and placed in the 
museum of Harvard College. Two drum- 


was Ww be inscribed Alexander Pope's 
“Universal Prayer,” on the other the 
“Declaration of Independence;” and then 
they were to be presented to the testator’s 
“distinguished friend,’’ the drummer of 
Cohasset. This presentation was subject 
to the condition thaton the 17th of June, at 
sunrisé,every year, the drummer should 
beat upon the drumheads at the foot of 
Bunker's Hill the spirit-stirring strains of

English writer, who bequeathed his body 
to the University Coilege Hospital, with 
instructions that his skeleton should be pre- 
pared and cleaned, and that it should pre- 
side at the meetings of the hospital directors. 
Whether this provision was ever carried 
out is doubtful, but it is certain that the 
skeleton was preserved, and may be seen 
to this day in the hospital museum. 

A wealthy German who died the other

Both the corn-bin and (the i bed- 
postare filedin the will office at Doctor's 
Commons, London. The whimsical will of 
the Scotch gentleman, who bequeathed to 
each of his daughters her weight in one- 
pound notes, bas often been quoted. More 
remarkable still is the wili of the New 
Yorker who directed that his one and seven- 
ty pairs of trousers should be sold at public 
auction without being examined before- 
hand. The sale was actually held, and the 
seventy-one purchasers found in the right- 
hand pocket the neat little sum of a thou- 
sand dollars in cash. 

Another peculiar legacy was that of 
Colonel Nash, an English officer, who be- 
queathed an annuity of fifty pounds to the 
bell-ringers of Bath Abbey, on condition 
that they should muffle the clappers of the 
bells of the Abbey, and ring them with dole- 
ful accentuation from eight a. m. to eight p. 
m. on each anniversary of his wedding day; 
whilea Mr. Luke, of Rotheringham, after 
leaving @ penny to every child who should 
attend his funeral, directed that forty dozen 
loaves should be thrown down from the 
parish church steeple at noon every Christ. 
mas day forever.

He often wears a monocie, and 
always a mustache. 

After the Lieutenant has been refreshed 
by his barber from the fatigue of early 
morning drill, he goes tothe most popular 
cafe to show the poor humdrum chaps with- 
out swords or spurs or trained mustaches 
or curled front hair what a mighty fine 
fellow a Lieutenant of the Guards is. As 
soon as he enters the cafe his favorite 
waiter beyins all sorta of feats of acrobatic 
politeness. 
whenever the Lieutenant 
hair. He scurries around 
after the military periodicals 
shouts himself hoarse in ordering 
for the Herr Lieutenant the very best 
caviar, the freshest roils and the strongest 
coffee which the cafe affords.

He 
turns neither to the right nor left, save for 
an officer of higher rank. Civilians make 
way for him, for heisa bad man to bump 
against.

The secret of curing all hysteria is by 
feeling true sympathy from the conviction 
of the reality of the disease, but showing 
none. In fits, for instance, the friends 
should not struggle with the sufferer, or 
express either alarm or interest; indeed, 
the fewer spectators the better, as thé pa- 
tient is nearly always partly conscious, and 
any interest always increases the violence 


of her performances. All alcohol should 


invariably be avoided, as it only increases | 


the walady.
